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SUMMARY 


Kaliningrad  Army  Barracks  Northwest  is 
located  on  the  northwest  edge  of  Kaliningrad 
(Figure  1),  5 kilometers  (km)  southeast  of 

Kaliningrad/ Proveren  Airfield  and  1 km  south 
of  Kaliningrad  Army  Barracks  Sharlottenburg. 

The  installation  covers  approximately  50 
acres  and  contains  4 multistory  barracks,  4 
administration  buildings,  6 vehicle  storage/ 


maintenance  buildings,  4 storage  buildings,  4 
support  buildings  and  an  athletic  field  (Figures 
2 and  3). 

Eight  KEYHOLE  missions  of  interpretable 
quality  covered  the  area  from  August  1961 
to  September  1964.  Comparative  analysis 
reveals  no  major  changes.

Railroad  Service

Area  J contains  one  450-  by  90- foot  vehicle 
maintenance/storage  building,  one  150-  by  90- 
foot  vehicle  maintenance  building,  one  200-  by 
90-foot  vehicle /equipment  storage  shed,  3 ve- 
hicle storage  buildings,  380  by  45  feet,  280 
by  70  feet,  and  230  by  70  feet,  1 administration 
building,  2 equipment  storage  buildings,  2 stor- 
age sheds,  and  4 support  buildings.
